A sound insurance program should 
be based on your particular needs, 
your income and resources, and what 
you want it to do for you. Here’s 

a guide to help you determine what’s 


best for you and your family

I 1... much life insurance should a family own? 

To find an answer, Better Homes G Gardens 
turned to authorities in the life-insurance field. 

Ihe first thing to do, the experts say, is to take 
a good look at your individual family. No two 
families are alike. Each has different needs and 
responsibilities; different incomes and resources, 
as well as different goals and standards. 

From factors like these about your family will 
come two points: (1) what you have to work 
with: and (2) what you want life insurance to do. 

Consider your own situation, 

What do you have to work with? What is your 
family pattern of living? How many children 
have you, and how old are they? For how many 
years will they be wholly dependent upon the 
How old is the man of the family? Are 
his earnings stabilized, or will they continue to 


family? 
rise? 

What savings do you have? What investments 
do you own? Is your family covered by Social 
Security or an employer's pension plan? 

Then, consider very carefully just what you 
want insurance to do. 

Are you interested only in providing money to 
meet the emergency which arises when death 
strikes the income-producing member of the 
family? Do you want life insurance to give yout 
family an income during the growing years ol 
the children? Is it more important to proy ide 
lifetime income for the surviving spouse? 

What are the special goals of your family? Are 
you interested in providing a college fund for 
your children, money for a home or a special 
trip, capital to build a business, or a retirement 
fund? 

A study of these factors for your own family, 
plus a decision on what you expect and want life 





r 


insurance to do, will help you and your agent de- 
termine what kind of a life-insurance program 
you should have. 

Your family may own a home or some proper- 
ty, or have some savings, or both. Many families 
come under Federal Social Security. Some have 
other assets they can count on—a second wage 
earner, an employer's pension plan, or their own 
growing business 

For families in these circumstances and they 
the life-insurance authorities 
offer a practical rule of thumb: 


include most of us 


The family with Social Security or some other re- 
source can achieve fundamental financial safety with 
life insurance totaling three to four times its annual 
income, 

This is followed with the advice to judge life 
insurance from the standpoint of what it will do 
for your family in terms of the income it will 
provide and the needs it will serve. Do not look 
at it as so many thousands of dollars in a package. 

How much will this protection cost? 

It usually will take 6 to 7 percent of the family’s 
annual income. 

You will find there is a great deal of latitude in 
cost among the different kinds of policies, and a 
life-insurance agent is indispensable helping 
you make the wisest choice in fitting policies to 
your family needs 

To help you fit the rule to your family and its 
needs, let’s look at some families that have built 
sound insurance programs.

Henry Smith, 40, income $6,500 


Henry Smith, head draftsman for an engineering firm, 
averages $6,500 a year in salary and money from small out- 
side contracts. He is under Social Security. 

He and his wife, Ruth, have been married for 20 years 
and have three children, the oldest, age 19, is in college and 
the youngest is 10. 

The Smiths are buying a house on the outskirts of Cincin- 
nati and two years ago had reduced the mortgage to $5,000. 
Because of college expense, Henry’s monthly outlay is heavy 
and probably will continue to be for 10 or 12 years. 

Over the period of his marriage, he has done this: 

Bought at age 20 a $2,000 ordinary life policy to pay for 
expenses, bills, and adjustments. His premium—$35; after 
dividends—$24. 

Bought at age 21 (just after Henry, Jr., arrived) a $5,000 
30-pay life policy. (Similar to ordinary life, except all pay- 
ments will be made in 30 years.) Premium—-$118 (higher 
than ordinary life); after dividends— $88. 

At age 30 replaced a term policy with a $10,000 family- 
income policy which guarantees a $100 monthly payment 
to his family in case of his death. This protection runs unul 
1962, then the policy provides $10,000 protection. 


ry 

= lifetime policies total $17,000, net quite three times 
as much as Henry earns annually. But he has some other 
temporary insurance policies. These are: 

A $5,000 term policy to cover the remaining mortgage so 
that Ruth would have the home clear in the event of Henry’s 
death. Cost of that policy (based on age 38)-——$42 annually. 

A $6,000 group policy bought through his office which 
shares the premiums. His share-—$43. 

‘These temporary poli¢ Ics push his total protection well 
beyond three times his annual income. But, because it is 
temporary, it should not be counted at full value when fig- 
uring against the “rule of thumb.’ Group insurance lasts 
only as long as you are a member of the purchasing group, 
although it can be converted when you leave the group. Con- 
version would be to an individual policy with the premium 
based on the insured’s age at the date of conversion 

Here are the financial resources Henry Smith has assured 
his family with his life-insurance program: 

At his death his wife would have: (1) $2,060 for expenses; 
(2) $5,000 to pay off the mortgage; and (3) funds for income 
She and Henry already have planned how the money should 
be withdrawn 

Untul Henry, Jr., reaches age 18, her monthly income 
would include $168 from Social Security: $100 from the

family-income policy and $.

interest by the companies. (The companies which issued the 
poli ies holding them at face value and paying interest to 
the beneficiary. This may be done only at the request of the

For four years, or until the youngest child is 18, Mr 
Smith would get $127 from Social Security, $100 from the 
family-income policy, and $25 from the other policies 

For two more years, or until the end of the family-income 
period, she would get $100 monthly from the family-income 
policy. She then would begin cashing in on the other poli- 
cies, drawing an income of $49 per month from them 

Between the time the youngest child becomes 18 and the 
day Mrs. Smith becomes 65, Mrs. Smith would not receive 
Social Security payments, but could receive $93 monthly 
from the 30-pay life and the group policies. After age 65, she 
would begin receiving $63 monthly Social Security

Na... long-lasting, anti-acid substances added to tooth 
paste or mouthwash are being used in a mammoth experi- 
ment to determine their power to deliver a long-awaited K.O. 
to tooth decay. The substances are newly found enzyme in- 
hibitors and, used only twice a day, promise to give a ‘“‘round- 
the-clock” protection against the decay which causes so much 
loss in money and tine in almost every family—not to men- 
tion the discomfort of the drill. 

Dr. Leonard S. Fosdick, veteran fighter in the battle against 
tooth decay, head of the Chemistry Department at Northwest- 
ern University’s Dental School, is leading the research with 
the new enzyme inhibitors. Doctor Fosdick is famed for his dis- 
covery about three years ago that brushing the teeth immedi- 
ately after meals would reduce decay about 60 percent. 

The experiment is believed to be the most extensive of its 
kind in dental history. In addition to the first experimental 
group at Northwestern, where preliminary results proved 
tremendously encouraging, three other universities are en- 
rolled in the project: Drake (Des Moines, Iowa), under the 
supervision of Dr. Frank Jefferies; Miami (Florida), under 
Dr. Olin McKenzie; and the University of Florida, under 
Dr. Donald Morrison, Jr. Beside these college dental schools, 
employees of several large commercial concerns in lowa and 
Illinois are taking part. Doctor Jefferies supervises the experi- 
ment at the lowa concern; Dr. Glenn F. Sulser supervises the 
experiment at the Illinois concern. All these men are associ- 
ates of Doctor Fosdick. 

The experiment has been going on about a year, and will 
continue for another year. It is being financed by leading 
dentifrice manufacturers. Altogether, there are more than 
6,000 people acting as willing guinea pigs in this vast experi- 
ment which has as its avowed aim a practical answer to the 
question, “Is tooth decay really necessary?” 


Tvsa good $164 question, which may be close to the amount 
you're paying for family dental bills every year, depending 
on the family’s size and susceptibility to caries, the dentist's 
word for cavities. Or, you may be paying much more if the 
caries are really hitting on all 32—or even a fifth of the total 
number of teeth in your or your children’s mouths. 

Dental scientists, including Doctor Fosdick, have proved 
more or less conclusively that cavities aren't really necessary 
in fact, rarely exist among primitive races who don’t have ac- 
cess to a superabundance of sugar. Also, victims of Japanese 
and Nazi concentration camps were found remarkably free 
of caries in spite of a horribly deficient diet, thus proving it is 
something the average man eats, not something he doesn’t eat, 
that causes tooth decay. That something turned out to be 
excess sugar. Dr. Hermann Becks of the University of Cali- 
fornia went even further in identifying the culprit. He fed 
more than 1,500 persons a high-protein, low-sugar diet for a 
year, and achieved an 80-percent reduction in dental caries. 

Acted on by enzymes (an enzyme is an organic substance 
that accelerates chemical changes), the sugar you eat is 
changed to acid in a matter of minutes. The enzymes work in 
direct association with ever-present bacteria, including the 
notorious Lactobacillus acidophilus, to create an acid end product. 

It is this acid that burrows into tooth enamel, causing cav- 
ities.

any harmless substance which can stay on teeth and keep the 
enzymes and bacteria from forming the dangerous acids 
should prevent decay. 


fa by 

Dhis the experimental compounds can do. They have been 
extremely successful in reducing the acids on tooth surfaces 
to a “‘safe”’ level where cavities cannot, or do not, ordinarily 
form. Even after many hours, the acid level was significantly 
lowered in up to 95 percent of the cases. Being colorless and 
tasteless, they are not detectible in any way except by their 
chemical actions. 

Is this the real thing at last? Well, while clinical results on 
the actual cavity reductions aren’t being released yet, the re- 
searchers are guardedly optimistic. 

Although superabundant sugar is the villain in tooth decay, 
paradoxically, that teaspoonful in your coffee or tea probably 
won't initiate the decay, according to Doctor Fosdick. In an 
interview for Better Homes @& Gardens Doctor Fosdick stated 
that it is a heavy concentration of sugar such as js eaten at the 
average meal, or in-between-meal sipping of heavily sweetened 
drinks, that sets up the right conditions for the little “‘sugar- 
acid” enzymes to call for battle stations and launch their mi- 
croscopic, yet devastating, attack on your tooth enamel. 

However, once the cavity is established, even small amounts 
of sugar or acid tend to increase the damage. 

Doctor Fosdick says that the main problem in attacking 
tooth decay lies in finding an enzyme inhibitor which would 
stubbornly cling to the plaque or ‘‘film”’ of the teeth for many 
hours. This tooth protector should be able to resist action of 


all kinds of foods—even large amounts of sugars and acids. 


TT 
What enzyme inhibitor could do the job, even resisting 
brushings, eating, and so on? This was the question confront- 
ing Doctor Fosdick and his enzyme-fighting crew. They polled 
the leading pharmaceutical houses, asked for every substance 
which could possibly be of any use. They tested every com- 
pound sent in. Out of hundreds, they came up with 10 which 
would both cling and prevent acid formation, Out of the 10, 
they tested 2 which were nontoxic to human and animal 
tissue. Others may later be found to be nontoxic. 

Now, these two substances have long names, but since you'll 
no doubt be hearing about them shortly, it might be wise to 
know their names: Sodium n. lauroy] Sarcosinate and Sodium 
Dehydroacetate. They interrupt the complicated process of 
acid formation on the teeth 

While Doctor Fosdick and his associated researchers are 
very careful, and claim nothing as to the actual reduction of 
tooth decay (because they haven't compiled their clinical 
data and insist the experiment must go on for another year 
before it is released), all logical arguments point to the fact that 
here at last may be the best practical answer to tooth decay. 

Doctor Fosdick pointed out that theoretically there are two 
fundamental approaches of preventing cavities known at the 
present time: 

The first is making the teeth themselves more resistant to acid 


infiltration. This method is best exemplified by the adding of 


fluorides to the drinking water, or by painting them on the 
surface of the teeth. 

The second method consists of keeping the destructive acids 
from ever getting at the surface of the teeth. The newest way 
of keeping the acid from the teeth is, of course, by placing the 
long-lasting acid inhibitors directly on the teeth. Used when

Sow Merion bluegrass early 


Recent tests show that Merion bluegrass germinates 
most rapidly when the temperatures are in the 80s. 
Seed germinated in 6 days when the temperature was 
at 82 to 85, but took 20 days at 62 degrees. 

Both root and top growth were stronger at lower 
temperatures, however. 

Over most of the bluegrass area, this would mean 
that late August sowings would just about hit it right. 


Compost has sweet tooth 


Sugar in your compost heap will speed up its decompo- 
sition, sc you can use it nore quickly. Surprisingly few 
people understand this, and many ask me if jelly, 
spoiled syrup, and other sugar products can be 
dumped on the compost pile. 

Actually, the compost heap is an ideal place for 
you to dispose of such sugary wastes. Quickly avail- 
able carbohydrates from sugar will speed up the bac- 
terial growth, resulting in usable compost sooner than 
without sugar. 


Camera speeds weed research 


Latest tool for weed-control research is the camera. 
Scientists at the American Cyanamid Company re- 
port that dead chlorophyll photographs black when 
photographed with infrared film. But living chloro- 
phyll photographs white. 

Now, instead of waiting for weeks to see if new weed- 
control chemicals are effective, research workers can 
get a reading in a day or two by photographing the 
test plot with infrared film. 


Sprinkling can cut your water bill 


Water your vegetable garden with sprinklers, and the 
water will go twice as far, according to reports from 
Ohio State University. 

To prevent loss from evaporation, authorities have 
previously recommended that water be applied to the 
soil. Ohio scientists now say that increased absorption 
through the leaves more than makes up for losses from 
evaporation during sprinkling. 


Plastics extend garden season 


Plastics promise to extend the garden season at both 
ends. 

In recent tests, strawberries gave earlier fruit when 
they were covered with a polyvinyl sheeting. The 
plastic protected the plants from late frosts and re- 
tained heat to speed up blossoming.

The sheeting is laid over the row and held down 
with sand or stones on the edge. Because it holds back 
moisture, but allows free movement of air, it does 
not smother the plants. 

The same type of plastic sheeting, supported on 
stakes above tomato plants, proteeted them from late 
frosts in the fall. It also trapped heat from the feeble 
fall sun, speeding the ripening of late fruits. 


Tests promise narcissus-rot control 


The Bureau of Plant Industry reports that Mersolite 8 
(phenyl mercuric acetate) is the most satisfactory con- 
trol to date for basal rot of narcissus. A five-minute 
dip (1 ounce to 50 gallons of water) gave practical 
control. 

The treatment did not injure the bulbs, flowers, or 
leaves. Previous controls caused severe injury to all 
parts of the plant. 


Fertilizer new methane by-product 


Garbage to compost is an old story. Organic fertilizer 
as a by-product of methane gas production, however, 
is new. 

In Brazil, vegetable residues and garbage are being 
fermented to produce methane gas. (A similar process 
occurs naturally in marshes and bogs.) The residue is 





a clean, dry organic fertilizer. 

At one time, experimenters in the United States 
tested the idea of producing methane on the farm 
from vegetable wastes. The prospect of getting a fer- 
tilizer by-product might make this idea worth reviving. 


Weigh this carefully 


Recently, I saw an order that was placed for one ton 
of petunia seeds. 

Since an ounce of petunia seed contains more than 
250,000 seeds, a ton would contain over 8 billion 
enough to supply every man, woman, and child in the 
United States with 50 plants each if they all grew! 


Cold damages vegetables 


Cold temperatures in storage can damage vegetables, 
even though they are considerably above freezing. The 
U.S.D.A. finds that eggplant, tomatoes, and snap 
beans will last longer if kept at 50 degrees than if stored 
between 32 and 40 degrees. 

However, other experiments show that green vege- 
tables kept at 31 degrees lost much less vitamin C than 
those stored at higher readings 

This suggests that vegetables for use within a week 
after picking should be kept under refrigeration at as 
close to 32 degrees as possible. Tomatoes and eggplant 


for Jater use should be held at about 50 degrees. 


Bacteria show resistance to 2.4-D 


. ‘ Do 2,4-D sprays-hurt soil bacteria? Tests at Penn State 
show they do not. 

Applications of 2,4-D 100 times greater than normal 
only slightly decreased the ability of bacteria to de- 
compose plant wastes. Normal applications had no 
effect whatever on the bacteria. 

Also significant: Once soils had been sprayed with 





2,4-D, bacteria seemed to increase their ability to 
destroy it. Second and third applications of 2,4-D 
disappeared within a few days.

Essential football equipment. 
For informal neighborhood games, 
your boy will need four essentials 
of equipment: helmet, shoulder 
pads, shoes, and a ball.

A polio vaeceine will some day be attained, but ob- 


stacles that first must be overcome were explained 
by Dr. Albert B. Sabin of Cincinnati, an authority 
on the disease. Viruses must be cultivated in living 
tissues. A practicable vaccine must be effective in 
small dose, to permit manufacture from safe tissues 
in quantities sufficient for millions of persons. 

Iwo main types of vaccine are being studied. One 
is made from “killed” viruses: their ability to cause 
disease is destroved, but they can still stimulate the 
body to produce chemical substances (antibodies) 
that create Immunity to disease. The other is made 
from living viruses which are so weakened and 
tamed that their disease-producing power is lost, 
but capacity to build immunities is retained. 

A killed-virus vaccine, even though safe and ef- 
fective, would still be impractical if vaccination had 
to be repeated every year or two in the whole popu-

may contain this chemical. Dan- 
gerous or even fatal amounts can 
be inhaled in poorly ventilated 
rooms. Carbon tetrachloride — is 
widely used as a household clean- 
ing agent of the noninflammable 
type. An exhibit by the University 
of Rochester School of Medicine 
called attention to little-appreci- 
ated toxic hazards of many hobbies 
and home activities. Gardening 
has its special dangers if familiarity 
breeds contempt for insecticides, 
poison dusts, and sprays. 


Bright*’s disease (nephritis) 
is an acute or chronic kidney dis- 
ease of heretofore uncertain cause 
Dr. Charles A. Janeway of Boston 
and Dr. Norman M. Keith of 
Rochester, Minnesota, cited re- 
cent evidence which incriminates 
a few specific types of strepto- 
coccus germs as the organisms to 
hold responsible. 

‘The germs do not cause Bright's 
disease directly, in the sense that 
a measles virus causes measles 
Rather, the victim reacts as if he 
had an allergy to some substance 
introduced into the body by the 
activitiesofthe germs. This allergyv- 
like response ‘‘pulls a trigger,” in 
effect, on mechanisms that result 
in nephritis. 

This knowledge may lead to 
ways of preventing Bright's disease 
in somewhat the same way as 
rheumatic-fever attacks are now 
prevented, Rheumatic fever is be- 
lieved to be an allergylike reaction 
to products of a strep infection, 
and an exhibit prepared by the 
National Heart Institute and the 
American Heart Association em- 
phasized that both the initial at- 
tack and recurrent attacks of rheu- 
matic fever can be prevented by 
proper use of sulfa and antibiotic 
drugs 


Peptic uleers tend to flare up 
when the patient is under intense 
emotional or physical stress. ‘The 
importance of the nervous system 
in aggravating an ulcer is recog- 
nized in the nerve-cutting opera- 
tion (vagotomy) which interrupts 
nerve impulses that make the 
stomach squirm too busily and 
cause excessive production of acids 
But we also have a chemical com- 
munication system which sends out 
excited messengers quite indepen- 
dent of the nerves 

Dr. Seymour J. Gray and his as- 
sociates of Boston presented evi- 
dence that the stomach acts like 
an endocrine gland. Worry, anxi- 
ety, “nerves,” all kinds of physical 
stress, may assault the stomach with 
waves of excitable hormones pro- 
duced by various glands, especially 
the adrenals. Marked increases of 
stomach acids, typical of peptic 
ulcer, have been produced by hor- 
mones alone in patients whose 
nerve pathways had been severed, 
Better control of peptic ulcer may 
come from improved knowledge 
about hormone influences.

Injuries of the neck that 
are frequently overlooked at the 
time may be produced by minor 
collisions of automobiles. You stop 
your car for a traffic light, the care- 
less driver behind rams into you. 
Your head and neck may be 
snapped forward and backward, 
tearing ligaments and causing 
neck pain, soreness, and _ stiffness 
that can persist for months. Dr. 
James R. Gav of White Plains, 
New York, and Dr. Kenneth H. 
Abbott of Columbus, Ohio, re- 
ported that 8 out of 10 such in- 
juries occur when the victim’s car 
is crashed from behind by another 
vehicle. They advise: stay at safe 
stopping distance behind the car 
ahead; allow a car that follows too 
close to pass; when stopping, ob- 
serve the driver behind; if collision 
is unavoidable, cover and support 
head and neck with arms. 


Aged mental patients were 
calmed, their behavior and general 
condition improved, by a safe and 
inexpensive elixir used in Eastern 
Siate Hospital, Medical Lake, 
Washington. Dr. Sol Levy, clinical 
director, reported the preparation 
to be particularly valuable for the 
mildly confused, mildly deteri- 
orated aged patient. Some aged 
persons with simple mental de- 
terioration probably can be im- 
proved to the extent that they can 
remain in their own community. 
The elixir contains metrazol, a 
drug that stimulates the nervous 
system, and nicotinic acid, a vita- 
min which dilates blood vessels. 


Skinned knees suffered in 
swimming pools caused tubercu- 
lous infection of the skin in nine 
cases reported by Dr. Rees B. Rees 
and Dr. James H. Bennett of the 


University of California School of 


Medicine. There was no evidence 
of tuberculosis elsewhere in the 
body, and all the cases were cured. 
But the doctors believe that the ex- 
istence of a public-health problem 
should be emphasized. They sug- 
gested that swimming pools be re- 
surfaced with hard tiles to prevent 
abrasions

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More basement space is an important by-product when you re- 
model your heating plant. Huge, head-bumping ducts (dotted red 
lines) and space-stealing air returns (dotted blue lines) become up-out-

Or, if you wish, you can convert to gas or oil. Set up an ar- 
rangement with the fuel-oil company to keep your tank 
filled, and you never have to think about the furnace again, 
except for its annual cleaning. 

Of course, you've still got the old furnace 


and it may or 
may 


not be ‘an efficient heat manufacturer. So, the next 
phase might be one of those compact, sleek furnaces that 
take up about the same amount of space as a mechanical 
refrigerator. They burn coal, oil, or gas and produce more 
heat than their monstrous ancestors ever did. These new fur- 
naces respond like robots to the directions of a thermostat 
and they can regulate humidity to the exact amount you 
need for health and comfort. 

There are even furnaces—if you’re interested in reclaim- 
ing all thespace your basement owes you——that are about the 
size of a steamer trunk, yet they deliver an adequate houseful 
of heat through small, easily installed ducts. 

With any standard blower-model furnace 


or with an 
auxiliary blower 


you can get rid of all those barrel-size 
ducts that steal your basement headroom. They can be re- 
placed by snug-fitting rectangular ductwork—some of it 
running between joists, entirely out of your way. With the 
new ideas in blower operation, the big old ducts can also give 
way to small, round sheet-metal tubing that is only about 
4 inches in diameter. They carry upstairs all the heat you 
need, and they’re so easy to install you can do it yourself. 
Thus—more and more of the basement becomes yours. 
Maybe there’s room now for a workshop—or a game room 
or a laundry so pleasant that it’s fun to do the ironing 
down there. 


“We'd like to get the furnace out of the 
basement. Can it be done?” 

Easily. There are furnaces on the market today that can 
fit into closets, utility rooms, the attic—even between studs 
in the average wall. The age-old need for locating a furnace 

in the basement ended when the blower systems came along. 
In days of Gargantua the Clinker Maker, furnaces went in 
the basement because folks hadn’t figured out how to handle 
coal with neatness and cleanliness. Besides, the heat had to 
be generated as low down as possible in order to give it a 
good run upward in the old gravity system based on the 
principle that heated air rises. 

But in these days, a furnace can be located in almost any 
available nook or cranny of the upstairs. Your heating and 
ventilating dealer can show you dozens of ways to do it that 
give an efficient, safe system at reasonable cost.

Furnaces are just as easy to bring upstairs, nowadays, as is 
the gleaming, kitcheny-white, magically automatic laundry. 


“Our heating plant’s O.K.—but how can we 
improve the looks of our registers?” 

You've got a new furnace—but the same old registers up- 
stairs. It happens all the time. There are lots of things you 
some of which should rightfully have 
been done when the new furnace and ducts were put in. 


can do about it 


The modern hot-air register is a far cry from the yawning 
cast-iron maw of yesteryear. Smaller and attractively de- 
signed, today’s hot-air outlets diffuse and direct the movement 
of air. Not always from baseboard position, either, for the 
new thinking in hot-air heating includes delivery of the air 


at ceiling level. Gone are those rivers of heat and eddies of 


cold that divided old-time living rooms into areas so hot you 
couldn't breathe—and other areas so drafty they gave you 
an actual pain in the neck. With better planning in register 
location, with diffusers and air directors, your hot-air system 
can be smoothed out to give you the amount of heat you 
want——when you want it—where you want it—all under 
automatic control. 

As a matter of interest, some of the furnace-improvement 
















Thermostats team up to keep temperatures level — to give choice 
of temperatures in different rooms, Outside stat (1) watches weather, 
while others (2. 3) regulate the heat indoors. All tell solenoids (4, 5) 
how high the flame should be, or how wide to open the duct baffles 
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methods utilizing modern register-diffuser placement ideas, 
make use of old warm-air registers as air-return openings. 
Saves money—saves on the need for lots of replastering and 
repainting, 


“Is there any route to radiant heat from our 
regular hot-air furnace?” 


Phere is—and it is not a complicated or overly expensive 
route, either. If an entire ceiling or floor is utilized as a panel, 
hot air produces excellent radiant heat. 

In days of somewhat yore, there was a tendency to build 
houses with too-high ceilings. Some remodelers today even 
drop ceilings for purely aesthetic reasons —as well as to re- 
duce the cubic footage of space that must be heated. If you 
fur down the ceiling with 2x4s and then apply a new surface 
(of plasterboard, lath and plaster, or other material of good 
heat conductivity) you can create a serpentine duct, through 
which the heated air passes. It warms this new ceiling 
and itwarms the house with the wonderful comfort of radiant 
heat which keeps you warm, but doesn’t feel hot or stutly, 
Phe problems of making the air ducts airtight and of insulat- 
ing against heat going in unwanted directions are simple to 
overcome, 

Essentially similar results can be obtained, too, by furring 
up the floor, so that the serpentine ducts can go beneath it. 
Heated air moves from the furnace, then through this con- 
tinuous duct, back to it for reheating and recirculation, Of 
course, both these methods presuppose a ceiling height that 
will stand for lowering by about 5 inches. It’s a safe archi- 
tectural guess, in modern thinking, that you wouldn't mind 
giving up the 5 inches or so if your ceiling is now & feet or 
more high. 

A considerable factor, incidentally, in deciding whether 
to lower the ceiling or raise the floor is the resulting differ- 
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Perimeter heating systems take the logical stand that houses are 
best warmed by intercepting the cold at the outside walls — before it 
gets into the house. ‘Typical system shown delivers warm air to out- 
side walls — particularly beneath windows, where much cold enters 


ences in levels if you decide on warm-air radiant heat for 
only a room or two. Owing to partitions between rooms 
there is usually no problem with ceilings. With floors, the 
different levels could be objectionable—although not neces 
sarily so, since slight variations in floor level are common i 
architectural design. 


“Could our warm-air plant be remodeled 
into a perimeter system?” 

Yes, indeed—and economically, too, The problem is 
merely one of relocating register-diffusers so that they dis- 
charge warmed air into the room at those points where the 
heat loss is greatest-—instead of the old-thinking method of 
bringing in the heat on interior walls. Perimeter heat is 
based on the sound and understandable idea that if you in- 
tercept the cold as it enters the house through outside walls 
and windows, the rest of the house can’t get cold, Conse-

How to transplant seedling 


row a tree ina flower howl!

For this size, use 44 cup 
water.

Some of these tips can be applied to ready-made gar- 
ments. Others require planning ahead when you sew, 
allowing extra length and width here and there so the 
clothes can be utilized later.

His feet must carry him a long way. How 
well they do the job depends on you. Con- 
tinuing care of normal feet and early 


detection of malfunction is important

E... think, when you look at your youngster’s feet, how 
very far he is going to have to walk on them in his life- 
time? Even in this automobile age, if he takes no more 
than 1,000 steps a day (not a great number 
city block is about 450 feet long), in 50 years he will have 
tramped more than 18 million steps!

What can you do to make this long walk as comfort- 
able as possible—to help your child always put his best 
foot forward? 

Contrary to common belief, it’s an unfortunate fact that 
many children are born with far from perfect feet. And 
injury to the baby’s feet, due to improper shoes, poor pos- 
ture, and harmful walking habits, may begin the moment 
he starts to walk. 


Toeing-out. [he most common disorder of the child’s foot, 
often neglected because it 7s so common, is pronation, also 
known as “flatfoot’ or ‘‘weak ankles.’ The heel and 
ankle roll in, toes turn out. This condition may result from 
relaxed ligaments of the longitudinal arch and improper 
functioning (weakness) of the muscles, some in the leg, 
acting through long tendons attached under the bones of 
the foot, and some in the foot itself, which help hold the 
arch up; or from shortness of the first metatarsal bone. 
‘These deficiencies are hereditary and, according to some 
authorities, are the result of evolution. 

They are made worse by our civilized environment 
which forces the child from his very first steps to do most 
of his walking and running on hard, unyielding surfaces. 


Deformity progresses. When the feet are weak, the 
weight becomes improperly distributed over the foot. 
Without corrective treatment, the result is an ungainly 
walk, tiredness and strain of the ankles and feet, and 
progressive foot deformity. In time, painful callus forms 
on the soles under the second metatarsal bone, and there 
may be pain in the deep tissues of the foot. Pronation may 
cause the development of “*knock-knees,” also. If ankles 
roll outward, instead of inward, the child may have a 
bowlegged appearance. 

Early treatment of pronation gives the greatest promise 
of improving the function of the feet and avoiding strain, 
deformity, or painful disorders in adult life. 

A tendency to weak ankles and toeing-out is often ob- 
served as soon as the child stands. Later, when the young- 
ster is walking, the manner in which his shoes wear gives 
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Pronation Perfect stance 


Check his gait as you stand behind him 


Slight deviation from the straight-line gait need cause 
no concern, But marked toeing-out or -in, and inward 
or outward ankle rolling should receive early treatment 


further evidence of the condition. The outer edge of the 
heels may be noticeably worn down, while the inner-heel 
counter and upper may be pushed out of shape. When 


the child stands barefoot, the pillar of tendons in back of 


the ankle, leading to the heel, may bow inward. 

Call to the attention of your child’s doctor any ten- 
dency to pronation. If he thinks the condition requires it, 
he will prescribe a corrective device for the child’s shoes 
and, pe ssibly, corrective Cxercises, 

Your doctor will refer you to the person or store he 
knows is expert at preparing and applying the adjust- 
ment he wants for your child’s shoes. 

The corrective device may be simply a thin wedge of 
leather, inserted between the shoe sole and heel on the 
inner edge. It often puzzles parents that this wedge is ap- 
plied on the inner edge of the heel, when the child has 
been “‘wearing down” his heels on the outer edge. But 
placing the wedge on the inner side changes the dis- 
tribution of the body weight on the child’s foot and 
counteracts the tendency to roll into a pronated position, 

In addition to the inner-heel wedge, the doctor may 
recommend that a device be built into the inner side of 
your child’s shoes. The base of the device, which is a light 
piece of flexible metal covered with leather, is located 
under the heel. It is carried upward on the inner side of 
the foot. This further helps to prevent rolling inward and 
the accompanying strain and progressive deformity. 

Or a combination of inner-heel wedge and outer-sole 
wedge may be prescribed; or an inner-border sole wedge.

examining your child’s gait, vou 
can detect a tendency to toe-in o1 
-out. The greater the amount of 
tocing-out or toeing-in, the less 
efficient the gait. Most beginning 
walkers will toe-out slightly. Some 
will toe-in a little. Dr. Louis Starr, 
of the Department of Orthopedic 
Surgery of New York University 
College of Medicine, in a recent 
article in /he Journal of the American 
VUedical Association says, ‘Standing 
with the toes pointing out more 
than 45 degrees is invariably as- 
sociated with a weak foot 

To « heck vour child’s vait, have 


the voungster walk forward in a 


straight line. Then try to get him 
to run a little. Barefoot is best, as 
an uncomfortable sock or a shoe 
pinch will alter his usual manner of 


walking 


When to start wearing shoes. 
The average child first stands and 
learns to walk in a playpen, or on 
a hard tloor. He cannot go bare- 
foot for long without the possibility 
of foot injury in the modern house 
and on today’s hard-surfaced walk- 
ing areas. Thus, many foot special- 
ists recommend giving the child 
shoes as soon as he learns to stand

° 3 Toeing-in (or “pigeon-toes’’) is 
another common congenital foot 
condition. The metatarsal bones of 
the foot and the toes are all pointed 
toward the mid-line of the body 
However, these feet are usually 
functionally very sound, and the 
pigeon-toed gait generally im- 
proves as the child grows older 

In cases of marked pigeon-toe, 
the doctor may suggest wedges in- 
serted in shoe soles and heels, 
similar to methods used in prona- 
tion. Some doctors recommend 
simply interchanging the child’s 
shoes— right shoe on left foot, and 
vice versa. Also, some specialists in 
designing and building shoes with 
corrective devices, have made, for 
certain cases of severe toeing-in, 
shoes which tlare outward from the 
instep forward. However, prona- 
tion may exist also in pigeon-toe 
cases. so vour doctor's aavice 1S 
important.

Moccasins and loafers. Such shoes 
should have sturdy, leather coun- 
ters (the semirigid inner box into 
which the heel of the foot fits). The 
stitching and raised leather areas 
on the fore part of moccasins and 
loafers may cause discomfort. 

Patent-leather strap shoes should 
not be used for regular wear. 

Sandals. A good sandal with firm 
support under the arch and good 
shape may be alternated with per- 
forated summer oxfords. The best 
sandals are those with regular shoe 
bottom ona sandal upper 

How about soft sandals? If your 
child has a good tread and is steady 
on his feet, soft sandals may be 
worn, but even so, it’s better not to 
wear them constantly. They’re all 
right for normal feet for a couple of 
hours a day 

Heel cleats. Parents of older, ac- 
tive children sometimes have metal 
cleats puton the shoe heels to keep 
them from being worn down. How- 
ever, Cleats are slippery and have a 
tendency to cause slipping and 
falling. If cleats are used, they 
should be cut into the shoe heel so 
that it is perfectly level. Otherwise, 
the raised cleat forces the ankle to 
roll in. 

Because the fit and the shape of 
the shoe is so important, it is best 
always to take your child to the 
shoe store. If this is impossible, 
stand him on a sheet of paper and 
draw an outline of both feet. Bring 
drawing and his old shoes to the 
shoeman.

The tit of a child’s shoes should 
be checked every 2 months up to 
3 vears of age, though he may not 
need new shoes each time. After 3, 
shoe size and foot growth should 
be checked every 3 months. 

A newborn baby’s feet should be 
examined by his doctor almost im- 
mediately after birth, to see that 
the feet are straight. If they are not, 
early treatment can do much to 
correct even such conditions as 
clubfoot. 

Sock or stocking length is impor- 
tant, too. They, too, should be an 
adult’s thumb width longer than 
the foot, and they should not bind 
the instep on a chubby child. 
There are children’s socks now 
made with square toes instead of 
pointed. They’re a good shape for 
almost all children’s feet 


If foot correction is needed, If 
your doctor prescribes an adjust- 
ment for your child’s shoes, does 
this mean the youngster will have 
to wear clumsy, 
Not at all. Even girls’ strap sandals 
can be made with full corrections. 

A corrected shoe should be 
checked by your doctor or the cor- 
rection shoeman after 3 or 4 weeks 
wear. The shoeman will call the 
doctor if he thinks the correction 
needs changing.

a are plentiful on methods of smoothing and finishing 
the top surfaces of most homecrafters’ projects, but a lot of us 
run short of ideas, time, and patience trying to make the 
edges of things look right. Not only does an edge often call 
for some sort of design, but the end grains of regular lumber 
(as well as all four edges of plywood) are hard to get smooth 
enough for a good-looking finish 

Isthere anything simple to do about it? Well, here are three 
basic methods that professionals all use to get the edge on a 
board. Which one best fits your project? 

First, there’s the “self edge,” which involves planing or 
shaping and sanding smooth the material itself. This is by 
far the most frequently used method, but it is not necessarily 
the simplest. However, many craftsmen feel the self edge is 
often best when a clear finish is to be used—when you're 
working with the finer cabinet woods—or when the job is 
one calling more for functionality than for design, as would 
be the case with seldom-seen shelves. 

\n edge that’s part of the material itself requires a mini- 
mum of tools, and doesn’t call for any additional lumber. 
It can be made beautifully decorative, too, the degree de- 
pending on a man’s time and patience, and skill, even to 
the point of elaborate carving. The main problem is that of 
getting end grain ready for finishing 

Second is the “applied edge.” Here, really, is the simplest 
method, for there are few tricks to putting on metal or 
wooden moldings which you can buy ready made, or make 
yourself. It eliminates entirely the tedious job of sanding 
end grain, for all exposed edges are of grainwise material. 
It permits endless variations, and in some applications it 
has the added advantage of increasing the effective dimen- 
sions of your stock. Moreover, the applied edge can be 
decorative, either through special carved moldings or 
through the contrast of one wood with another in a border. 
Applied metal edges are the single answer for jobs that need 


the protection of edges that won't splinter. 


Third, you can use the “built-up edge.” Your reason for 
wanting a thick edge may be to give the appearance of 
strength or actually to add strength. The built-up edge is 
most useful for Modern-design pieces to be finished clear or 
lacquered, or for surfaces which do not have adequate sup- 
porting legs close enough to the edges. While it increases 
true strength, the principal function of the built-up edge is to 
give the rich appearance of extra thickness without the cost 
of thicker material. 

Our pictures show, in principle, the various types of edges, 
along with the techniques of finishing some of them. You'll 
find them all useful, for every board you use has an edge, no 
matter how you place it. 
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Self edge — use the edge that’s there 


For all plywood edges and 
any end grain, avoid tedious 
sanding by using paste filler. 

Brush it on and smooth in 
tiny holes with your thumb. 
Wood plastic may be used to 
fill gaping holes in “sheathing 
grade” plywood. 

Often identified, “rood one 
side only,” its inner plies are 
notfentirely sound, but it is 
low cost and is usually good 
enough in your homecrafting.

When well dried, smooth filler 
using fine sandpaper folded 
around square-cut block. 

The planing effect of an un- 
padded block solves many an 
edge-finishing problem. The 
block doesn’t rock and round 
off corners, and it levels high 
spots quickly. 

Sand until all filler on sur- 
face is gone, leaving only that 
which fills end-grain holes.

Simplest method of dressing 
an edge is the bevel, used on 
finest furniture or the most 
rugged shelves and benches. 
Hold plane at 45-degree an- 
gle, and take off the corner 
to a depth of about one-quar- 
ter the top’s thickness. On 
ends, plane toward the center 
to avoid chipping at corners. 
Do the sides last, so their 
bevel will remove any acci- 
dental corner roughness. 





To get a fluted edge without 
a shaper, first run a saw cut 
down the center of the edge 
to the depth desired for flut- 
ing. Round off the beads with 
a rasp, and then finish smooth 
with your file and sandpaper 








For the tops on tables, chests, 
cabinets, and other pieces 
made of cabinet woods, ply- 
wood, or plain pine, a half- 
rounded edge is popular. 
Cut the edge with a shaper 
or an ordinary plane, judg- 
ing the curve with your eye. 
Use steel wool for rubbing 
between coats on all shaped 
edges —it conforms to the 
contour of the edge much bet- 
ter than sandpaper, and will 
greatly reduce risk of marring. 





In plywood, fluted edges are 
most effective when the beads 
coincide with the plies, giv- 
ing them the emphasis of tex- 
ture plus the difference in the 
way the plies take any of the 
clear finishes you wish.

For linoleum tops—a neat, lasting edge 


Linoleum now is moving from 
the kitchen toliving room and 
game room as a colorful top 
for desks, bookcases, tables. 

Only solution to covering 
joint between top and linole- 
um is to apply an edge. 

Do not precut linoleum to 
fit, but let lap over a bit when 
gluing to top, and trim to fit 
after cement dries. 

Make all cutting strokes 
against the backing with your 
knife, holding it tight against 


edge to follow it closely. 
A 





Metal edging for a linoleum 
top has flange that lies over 
surface to prevent its loosen- 
ing, and this flange must be 
mitered at corners. 

Use a square file, holding 
the edging face down over a 
narrow lumber scrap for ease 
in holding metal firmly. 

Mitered, the metal edging 
bends easily around all cor- 
ners to make a tight, neat fit. 



























A sharp plane will easily cut 
linoleum down precisely Hush 
with edge of top. 

If you tilt plane toward 
undercutting edge, you will 
be less likely to remove more 
of litoleam than you wish. 
But with this method, you 
can cut linoleum to exact size 
and shape of furniture piece. 





Exert just as much downward 
pressure as your thumb will 
stand while you drive oval- 
headed screws to fasten the 
molding to the edge. 

This forces flange a little 
into the linoleum and reduces 
chance of water seeping un- 
der the surface of the top to 
cause eventual rotting. 

Try to plan the edging lay- 
out so there will be a screw 
hole adjacent to each corner.

Here's the easiest and fastest way to 
glue edges: Miter ends of pieces so 
they fit opposite sides of top, back 
them with stiff boards, then clamp 
both at the same time.

If you enamel 
or varnish edge, try masking tape on 
linoleum to keep line straight. 


Cut veneer to hide plywood core 





To conceal edges of plys, cut strips 
of same veneer as your board. Set 
rip fence close to saw blade and ad- 
just it to cut right up to but not into 
top layer of plywood. 

Width of this cut should measure 
just slightly larger than thickness of 
the wood’s surface ply. 


Rip off the face ply of a narrow piece 


of plywood with the same surface as 
the top you're edging. 

For sides, strip should be cut with 
grain; 
Now glue this thin veneer into rab- 


for ends, cut against grain. 


bet you've cut around top, backing 
with board before clamping. 
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Clean up and square rabbet with a 
flat file, removing any glue under the 
top surface. Press file down firmly 
so that it will smooth off saw cut 
enough for secure glueing. 

If saw has a tapered or hollow- 
ground blade, cut probably will be 
smooth enough without dressing. 





Sand with unpadded block. Bottom 
edge of the glued-on veneer now 
should be worked and sanded flush 
with underside of the plywood top. 
When all glue has been sanded 
away, the joint should be all but in- 
visible, and the edging piece will 

take a finish like the top.

First, undereut a miter completely 
around the top. Then cut grainwise 


sides and cross-grain ends, mitering 


them to fit around top and corners 





Corner blocks secured with 
screws to both sides are the 
final step. The legs or other 
structural members of your 
project may replace the func- 
tion of these corner blocks. 

To finish, round the mitered 
corners of your top slightly 
with sandpaper. Fill rough or 
chipped edges with paste fill- 
er, and sand smooth when 
the filler has dried well. 

Give a clear or opaque fin- 
ish, depending on desired re- 
sult and quality of materials. 





Side pieces to form the edge 
are then screwed and glued to 
the supporting strip. 

Work upside down as illus- 
trated at the right, on a per- 
fectly flat surface. 

Press both the top and the 
edge piece down hard against 
the flat surface, and let the 
tightening of the screws draw 
top up tight the other way.

How to start new rubber plants 




















() My old rubber plant has become too tall. Will you tell how to 


. 
start a new one? N. R. E., South Dakota 
You can easily start a new plant from your rubber plant, 
Ficus, by a method called ‘air layering.”” And you'll get a 





larger new plant in half or less the time it would take you to 
grow one from a slip. You can increase dieffenbachia, mon- 
stera, and similar plants the same way. 

Here’s how: Cut off a leaf about 10 or 12 inches below tip 
of the plant, close to stem. Start cut below leaf stub (above). 
Cut up at 45-degree angle, and stop halfway into stem.

Insert a slip of wood, such as a matchstick, into the cut. 


This will hold cut apart and encourage roots to form. Then 2 
wrap a ball of wet sphagnum moss around the area. Tie cord 
around ball so it’s held firmly to stem. 

Keep sphagnum moist. To do this, wrap aluminum foil or . 


polyethelene film around ball. In six to eight weeks, loosen 
ball enough to see how roots have developed. When roots 
are about an inch long, sever rooted top portion complete- 
ly with cut one-half inch below new roots. Pot in topsoil.

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Should we allow 
children to 
skip drades?

| long out of fashion, is again a possibility for 
the bright child. There are several reasons for this. 

Prof. Lewis Terman, author of the Stanford-Binet intelli- 
gence test, has followed the careers of 1,500 gifted individuals 
for 25 years. His research shows that the very bright child 
who skips generally does better schoolwork, is more healthy 
and better adjusted, and is more successful in later years 
than his equal in intelligence who progresses through school 
at the regular rate 

Henry Chauncey, head of the Educational Testing Serv- 
ice, says the bright child should be allowed to complete his 
education rapidly so as to devote more time to work in his 
chosen field. He points out, ‘We are needlessly losing valu- 
able years in the productive lives of our brightest students.” 


Experiment in skipping 

And the Ford Foundation is giving college scholarships to 
200 students a year who will enter college before they are 
16!5. Yale, Chicago, Columbia, and Wisconsin are each 
accepting 50 of these young people, most of whom will be 
skipping their senior year in high school. 

In view of these facts, many school officials are recon- 
sidering their policies on promotion. Your boy or girl may 
be one of the bright ones who is offered a chance to jump 
ahead in school. 

But skipping is not a matter for a snap judgment. Many 
tragedies trace back to a child’s being pushed into competi- 
tion for which he was not ready. Each case has to be decided 
on its merits. Here are the probable advantages and the pos- 
sible dangers in skipping, to consider in the case of your own 
youngster. 


Early graduates get head start 

\ glance ahead will impress you with the material advan- 
tages of skipping. A boy who enters first grade at 6 and never 
skips, graduates from high school at 18 and from college at 
22. If he gives two years to the Army, he'll be at least 24 be- 
fore he gets a start on his career. If he goes through law 
school or takes other graduate work, he'll be another two or 
three years older. If he becomes a medical specialist, he'll be 
31 or 32 before he can have a practice of his own. 

Through these years, even if he wins a scholarship, he will 
be a continuing financial drain on his family or will have to 
slave under the double burden of studying and earning. 
He'll face all of the emotional and moral dangers involved in 
delayed marriage unless his parents—or his wife—support 
him in the married state. 

Individuals who graduate from college one, two, or more 
years younger than the average get a head start in life.

good. Is a general speed-up the answer? 


Moreover, Terman and others have shown that the bright 


boy or girl who is pushed ahead, generally does better aca- 


demic work in school and college than the bright youngste1 
who progresses at the usual rate. The reason is clear. The 
bright child learns far more rapidly than his slower con- 
temporaries. Without trying, and almost regardless of how 
he is taught, he knows as much as the average student learns 
in extra years of work 


Bright child needs competition 


But when the bright youngster is kept with his age mates, 
he is likely to be bored, to learn lazy habits, and, out of idle- 
ness, to get into all kinds of mischief. When he comes face to 
face with a difficult intellectual task or with real intellectual 
competition, he is apt to run away from it. He has not 
learned the joy of using his mind. He has not learned to 
study, because he has never had to study 

As a result, his teacher may think of him as in every way 
the reverse of a good pupil. You'd be surprised at the num- 
ber of very bright boys and girls who flunk out of school and 
college. But when he skips, the bright child is challenged 


and begins to enjoy using his brains 


Is child bright enough? 
Unfortunately, there are grave dangers in skipping. We 
asked 38 superior teachers of long experience to tell us theit 
opinions about skipping. They all agreed that it often does 
harm, and all emphasized the need of safeguards. 

First of all, the child who SKIDS may not be up to doing 
the work of the higher grade. He may not be as bright as his 
teachers and parents think he is. Everyone’s judgment ts 
swayed by what psychologists call “the halo effect’: The 
child who is well behaved, nice looking, polite, and en- 
thusiastic makes his teacher think he’s a good student. He 


almost automatically gets A’s. This ts all very well as long as 


he progresses regularly. But if he skips, he may never learn 
the fundamentals necessary for mastering more advanced 
subjects. He may become batt ind discouraged, or learn 
h Ww to trade on his pel sonal tlon 

Similar results occur in the cas 1 student who happen 
to be a good reader and a good talker. Formal education is 
largely a matter of book lear ‘ The pupil who reads 
easily and talks well is probably bright, but he may not |» 
bright enough to le irn the i ; of history and the funda- 
mental processes of arithm« yut hard work. His elib 
ness may conceal the gaps in his knowledge until it ts too late 


Danger in parental pressure 
Moreover, when double promotion is the fashion, some 
parents insist that their children skip grades, regardless of 
achievement. They're unwilling to admit that any other 
child is in any way better than their own. Needless to say, 
when advancement through school becomes a measure of the 


family’s standing in society { Turn to page 208

Child's personality important 


If intelligence and achievement 
were the only criteria for skipping, 
educators and psychologists would 
feel very sure of being able to ad- 
vise you correctly. A far more 
serious problem is the kind of emo- 
tional and social adjustment the 
skipper will make when he is 
thrown with children who are con- 
siderably older than he. It is notable 
that our 38 teachers stress the prob- 
lems of emotional and social ad- 
justment far more than they do 
academic problems. Here are some 
typical reports 

“One boy of outstanding read- 
ing ability reached my sixth grade 
just before he was 9 years old. His 
weak foundation in arithmetic 
made him hate the subject. He was 
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immature and was maladjusted in 
sports. He developed personality 
quirks because he felt he did not 
belong. The older boys called him 
‘Baby,’ and he was never chosen in 
their activities. He became with- 
drawn, tense, and supersensitive. 
His coordination was poor, and he 
just couldn’t compete.” 


Phyllis was promoted from 
fourth to sixth. She resents correc- 
tion and does not fit into the 


group.” 
“| have a boy in my sixth grade 
age. He has a difficult 
time getting along with others. He 
is unhappy because of his own im- 
maturity and smaller size.

The children respect 
his opinions and often choose him 
to represent the group. He is happy

One teacher, who in general dis- 
approves of skipping, gives an 
account of her own experience: 

“I skipped two grades at difler- 
ent times in elementary school. I 
felt left out in things like sports, 
Not until I was a 
junior in high school did my in- 
terests parallel the older children’s. 
But in classroom competition, I 
was perfectly happy.” 

Sometimes the child who skips 
makes an immediate adjustment 
in fact, seems better adjusted with 
the older group than with the 
younger.

To help vou decide 

If vou are sure your child 
bright enough and sufhiciently 
vanced in his work to skip, how can 
you tell if he will make a reasonably 
quick, secure adjustment? There 
is, alas, no clear-cut answer to this 
question, but there are some 
guides 

Physical size and maturity are 
important. The bigger a voungster 
is, the better chance he has of hold- 
ing his own with older bovs and 
girls. Early puberty is also favor- 
able. In fact. the boy whose voice 
changes early and the girls whose 
breasts are more developed than 
her contemporaries) may be hap- 
pier with children who are older 
but in the same physiological 
stage. Remember that most girls 
develop faster than boys It’s 
worthy of note that many of our 
examples of good adjustment after 
skipping are cases of girls. But 
when either girls or boVs are under- 
size and physically immature in 
relation to their own age groups, 
it’s best to be extra cautious about 
skipping 

The character traits of the po- 
tential skipper need careful study 
Traits unfavorable to skipping are 
excessive timidity, slow recovery 
from disappointments, or a ten- 
dency to. solitariness. Children 
with these traits need all the en- 
couragement vou can give them. 
They're not ready to compete with 
those who are older and bolder 

But there are some children who 
learn early how to get along cheer- 
fully with older boys and girls 
They stand up for themselves and 
hold their own in arguments, if 
not in fights. They know their own 
minds and are persistent in work- 
ing for what they want. They are 
foresighted about avoiding need- 
less conflict. They are quick to see 
what they can contribute to a 
group, but not insistent on holding 
the limelight. Very often they have 
made a vocational choice and, be- 
ing bright, are able to see how 
skipping might benefit them. They 
are self-confident, or at least cou- 


rageous, in new situations 


Can your child “take it”? 
There is no test of social maturi- 
ty that is nearly as good as yout 
own careful observation. Watch 
how your child behaves with his 
older brothers and sisters, and 
older children in the neigh- 
dd. Watch ho they treat 
Do they accept him as a com- 
complain that 
along?

warm air is brought into the living rooms at natural heat- 
loss points around the perimeter of the building. 

Ingenious means have been devised by the heating indus- 
try for ducting the warm air to the outside walls, and dis- 
charging it there. Fundamentally, the system is-this: 

You install a large duct the length of the house (they call 
it a “warm-air plenum’’), and you take off laterally from 
this plenum to the points where air outlets must go. These 
lateral ducts may be the regular rectangular ductwork 
which is pretty standard for systems with blowers. Or, with 
modifications in the blower system, these lateral ducts can 
be those small, 4-inch pipes which are easy enough for a 
handyman around the house to install, himself. In cases 
where homeowners do their own duct installation, the 
usual practice is to have the plenum installed professionally. 
‘Taking off from the plenum—even setting in the registers 
is so simple you could weekend at it, and have the system 
ready for this winter’s cold. 

Throughout the range of heating-plant remodeling, there 
are endless opportunities for the handyman to save costs, 
after the basic planning has been taken care of by competent 
heating and ventilating engineers. 


“Our house is a museum of old hot-water 
radiators. Anything we can do?”’ 

If the boiler in your basement matches the antiquity of 
the radiators upstairs, perhaps your first move would be a 
new and more efficient one. The furnace and boiler manu- 


facturers are now producing models that burn gas, oil, or 
coal, and that are hardly larger than a water heater. 

But, if the overgrown, asbestos-coated teakettle downstairs 
is turning out hot water in an efficient manner, you can

bring yourself a long way toward modern heating with some 
revisions upstairs. 

Those old-fashioned radiators can be replaced with sleek, 
modern, decoratively acceptable convectors. They work un- 
der windows and at other heat-loss points, and they radiate 
heat the same as the old ones. But they take up less space, 
and they combine radiation with convection. Air enters 
them at the bottom, rises out at the top as it is heated, and 
circulates throughout the room. 

The convection principle has been applied, too, in modern 
baseboard radiators. These replace standard wooden base- 
boards in your house, carrying the circulation of hot water 
through them. Thus heated, they radiate heat out across the 
floor, in a manner warmly recommended by modern-heat-

these baseboard radiators cause air movement through con- 
vection, the same as with the upright convectors. 


“How much of a job would it be to convert 
to hot-water floor radiant?” 


Fairly simple. Instead of pumping its heated water through 
convectors or baseboard radiators, the boiler pumps it 
through small pipes in the floor. The pipes are put in posi- 
tion, furring strips are nailed between them, and a new floor 
is laid on top of the strips. 

The entire floor is thereby converted into a radiant panel. 
All that may be required, additionally, is a certain amount 
of insulation material, placed so as to prevent an undue 
amount of heat loss downward. 

Hot water in the ceiling of an existing house is entirely 
feasible, too, again with furring strips, the tubes to carry the 
heated-water circulation, and a new ceiling surface. Again, 
insulation provides any necessary control over the direction 
the radiation takes.

Problem No. 1 for many a space-tight handyman is 
that his tools take up too much room, because there 
isn’t adequate provision for their storage—or because 
putting them away is an obnoxious nuisance. That one 
is easy to lick with a tool cabinet that is simple to build, 
and which is so convenient to replace tools in that it 
tricks you into keeping a neat shop. And a neat shop is 
bigger than an untidy one, even if their dimensions are 
actually identical. 

Problem No. 2 for homecraftsmen who often feel as 
though they’ve been “poured into” their shops is a 
horizontal slot in the shop partition, through which 
the clumsy end of an over-long board protrudes, while 
you work on it inside as if you had all the space in the 
world in which to maneuver. | Turn to page 232

Make a small shop act big

This stunt will provide the answer for you, too, if you’ve 
always felt you should wall off the shop—but also feel that if 
you do, you end forever your capacity to handle any project 5 
bigger than a necktie rack. 
Sliding doors are the answer to simplicity and spacesaving 
in the tool cabinet shown under construction in the accom- 
panying photographs. The materials are merely some 1x8 
pine, some 14” hardboard for the doors, and a few pieces of 
1x1 stock for furring. 
A complete partition around your workshop has an expen- 
sive sound to it, but you can keep the cosis down by using 
shelves—you need ’em anyway, as additional spacemakers 
in the shop—for the major part of your framing. Narrow 
shelves along the wall above the level at which you normally 
work do not take space needed otherwise. And at corners, 
wider shelves never get in the way. 
It’s a good idea to position the horizontal slot at the same 
height as your table saw—or as your workbench, if you run 
a hand-tool shop. Although the principle is simple, give lots 
of thought to how this shop extender can fit your needs. 
Build your tool cabinet this easy way . ¥

How many doors? If 5 
feet wide or less, your tool 
board shouldn't need more 
than a couple of doors.

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Extra tool space is avail- 
able on the sides of your 
framework, handy for a 
saw or other tools which 
take up much board space. 
Make ends match tool 
hoard by insetting pieces 
of the backing material, 
nailed to a framework, to 
gain this added space. 


Bend doors slightly to 
fit them in grooves, after 
they're cut to size, with an 
inch or so overlap. 

Bore holes in same posi- 
tion on each door, so one 
finger can slide them in- 
dividually or as one. 

Sand edges smooth, and 
they Il slide easily. 
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Line up frame accurate- 
ly by slipping a serap of 
hardboard into grooves at 
corners, as you assemble. 

Put up top and bottom 
first, then ends, keeping 
them square. Use screws 
and glue for a lasting job. 


Extra space for a shelf 
comes from lower framing 
member. Screw a piece of 
Ix2 back of the grooves, 
as gallery to hold tools. 
Use this shelf for laying 
tools during work, to re- 
duce bench top clutter. 





Devise lock, to discour- 
age trespassers, by using 
a wooden bar that’s fitted 
with a bent-wire staple 
which slips through slot 
at bottom, for padlock. 
Bar locks end panels in 
three-door job. Short dow- 
el in back of bar fits hole 
in center panel, to lock it.

Berried branch bouquets 


By Tomoke Yamamoto 


C.. berried branches, add a few flowers, and you have 
makings for a handsome bouquet. Use branches from 
your garden or a nursery—those with leaves just turning 
red and bronze. Buy two stalks of red or yellow glads. 

These branches are highbush cranberry, Viburnum 
opulus, a common shrub that has fragrant blossoms in the 
spring, and shiny, red berries in the fall. 





Cut tallest branch 2'5 times length of bowl. Place 
branch back of center on holder.

Know your car's 
electrical system 


It’s quite simple when you analyse it. 


Here’s what those wires are all about— 


and a word about the new 12-volt system 


- is approximately 400 feet of electrical 


wiring in the average car. When you lift the 


hood, you find a maze of wires running in every 
direction. To understand the wiring in your car, 
you must first understand the principle of the 
“single-wire system.” 

‘To each unit that uses electricity, only a single 
wire is connected. The power travels from the 
battery, through the starter, on this single wire 
to each electrical unit—head lamps, cigar light- 
er, heater motor, and so on. The connection is 
completed when the power returns from the unit 
through the frame of the car 

The “ground” terminal on the battery is bolt- 
ed to the frame of the engine or chassis. Every 
electrical unit must be connected to ‘“‘ground” 
so the current mav return through the frame. 
This may be a confusing idea if you are accus- 
tomed to the two-wire system in home wiring 

You can consider the car’s entire wiring as 
having three circuits. Since cach circuit in itself 
is not complex, the whole system will unfold in 
a simple manne: 


Starting circuit. The starting circuit consists of 
battery, heavy cables connecting battery to 
starter and frame of car, and the starter itself 
The starter is a motor connected to the engine to 
turn it over when you press the starter button. 
It is usually bolted into the engine on the lower 
left side, under the steering column. When the 
switch on the dash- or floor board is pressed, the 
current flows from the battery to the starter, 
energizing the starting motor, then returns 
through the frame of the car 


The motor turns the engine over, the engine

starts, and that is all there is to the starting cir- 
cuit——with one exception. As an economy meas- 
ure, a heavy cable connects battery to starter. 
Other circuits begin at the starter terminal. If the 
batteryv-to-starter cable is loose or defective, it 
affects all circuits. In the event of electrical trou- 
ble, inspect the battery and starter terminal first. 


The ignition circuit 














Ignition circuit. The ignition circuit has two 
parts—the primary ignition circuit, which opes 
ates at the same voltage as the other circuits we 
have discussed, and the secondary or high-ten- 
sion circuit, which is higher voltage 

Che primary circuit runs from starter through 
ammeter to ignition key. When the key ts turned 
on, the current passes to the ignition coil, then to 
the distributor and its points, and finally to 
“oround” at the distributor and back through 
the frame of the car 

Ihe secondary circuit is even simpler. When 
the primary circuit runs through the ignition 
coil, it induces high voltage tn the coil. This high 
voltage runs on a single black or orange wire to 
the distributor. From the distributor the high 
voltage moves on individual wires to each spark 
plug. After firing the fuel in the cylinder, it re 
turns to. ground through the frame 

Ihe secondary or high-tension circuit carries 
the only electricity in a car you can feel. All the 
other *‘juice’” will not bother you. But keep your 
hands off uninsulated parts of the secondary ig- 
nition circuit when the car is running

high-tension leads. They cause more 
trouble when damp than the rest 
of the wiring put together. When 
these wires become wet, the spark 
jumps to the engine block instead 
of going to the spark plug. This is 
the site of your trouble if you have 
‘‘wet wires.” 


Lighting and accessory circuit. 
This circuit energizes lights, heat- 
er, defroster, cigar lighter, radio, 
and other accessories. A_ single 
wire can be traced from the starter, 
which is the source of power, 
through the various switches to 
each of these units. If you remove 
a unit from its housing in the car, 
it will not operate, since there is 
no “ground” return through the 
frame of the car. After replacing 
a headlight bulb, be sure the light 
is secure in its shell or it will not 
work at all. Trouble in the lighting 
and accessory circuit is usually due 
to a burned-out bulb or fuse, worn 
or torn insulation on the wiring, a 
loose connection, or a defect in the 
accessory itself, 


Maintenance jobs. In the start- 
ing circuit, the lighting and acces- 
sory circuit, and the primary ig- 
nition circuit you can take care of 
the following according to your 
skill and wish: 

Keep the connections tight and 
clean. Watch battery terminals for 
corrosion. Replace any burned-out 
bulbs in light housings. In case of 
trouble, check for burned-out fuses, 
worn insulation, defective switches, 
and poor ‘‘grounds.”’ 

The secondary ignition circuit 
responds to a different treatment. 
On most cars, it has a maximum 
of nine short wires, easily reached.

You should have no difficulty do- 
ing any of the following: 

1. In the event of trouble, check 
first to see that spark-plug leads 
are connected to plugs and pushed 
tightly into the distributor cap; 
also that the lead from ignition coil 
to distributor is in tightly. Wipe 
dirt from distributor cap and 
spark-plug porcelain; it can cause 
shorting, especially if the weather 
is damp. 

2. For a car susceptible to damp 
wires, you can purchase an acrylic 
Spray at an auto-supply store or 
mail-order house for about a dol- 
lar. This spray comes in a pres- 
surized can, and all you need is a 
litle aim. Spray all of the wires 
well, and they will be insulated 
against any water and oil for per- 
haps six months, 

Feel insulation to see if it is 
cracked, dried, or broken. If you 
are handy and want to do a thor- 
ough job, buy a new set of ignition 
leads for your make of car. The 
cost is four or five times that of the 
spray, but the job gives the car a 
secondary ignition circuit. 
The new set of leads has complete 
instructions in it, and the only 
tools required are a knife, a pair of 
pliers, and a little patience. 

Why do high-tension leads cause 
so much trouble? Oil spilled by a 
serviceman or thrown out by the 
engine certainly is one cause for the 
breakdown of this rubber insula- 
tion. Engine heat is another. But 
one of the greatest problems is 
“corona.” 

rhis sounds formidable but is 
simple. The voltage in the wire 
creates an electrical field around

There’s also a lavatory 
in the dressing sector of the main 
bedroom. The panel felt this would 
overcome the morning-rush prob- 
lem, and would be a handy ac- 
companiment to the built-in vanity 
and dressing counter. 

“How important is it to you 
men to have a place to do wood- 
working or other hobbies beyond 
standard maintenance and _ re- 
pair?” This was another question 
we had asked many times of our 
readers. In Chicago the majority 
answered as expected: “It’s very 
important!” 

Where? Well, the basement was 
out, so make the workshop a part 
of the garage. Certainly they 
wouldn't have power tools thrown 
in with any general family recrea- 
tion area. The noise and the safety 
problem with children ruled that 
out. ‘Too, these men wanted a 
place they wouldn’t have to clean 
up after each evening’s work. As 
one put it 

“When I’m in the middle of a 
project, I want to be able to walk 
away and leave things as they are 
until tomorrow night. If I have to 
take time to clean it all up, PI lose 
interest. quickly Anyway, good 
work is an art. A fellow should 
have a place where he can concen- 
trate on it,”

Common grounds 


No matter what vour weight, 
these health rules apply to all. Get 
enough sleep at night (eight hours 
is a good aim). Exercise some each 
day rather than giving vourself a 
weekend workout. 

If you find vourself gaining too 
much weight, be sure to get on the

A flowering-size lily bulb 

has layers of fleshy scales; 

brittle food-storage units. 
Remove the first one or two 
layers to start new lilies. 

To break off a scale, pull it 
down and out. Shake scales in 
paper sack with a little fer- 
bam or other fungicide. 





6) Plant scales in short rows 

L inch deep, 4 inches 

apart, in light soil that is 

well drained. Mulch with dry 
leaves over winter.

Maggie came along the garden path with a basket of newly picked green 


bush beans and tomatoes over her arm, She had a bouquet of zinnias, too 


Sept, I Hot sun, up around 90, Did 
go down to visit Neighbor Landry. 
Found him busy building a new 
rock wall, to use as a background 
for spring bulbs--a most useful 
garden core 

Back home, methinks Pll go ex- 
ploring with a spade. So I dug 
three hills from the Irish-potato 
planting that Donald and I have 
been growing in partnership. 

Sure enough, there are potatoes. 
Not too big and not too many in a 
hill, but more than I expected, con- 
sidering the long drouth we've had, 

Now [ll begin my fall maine 
tenance work, says I. I went vo get 
my big lopping shears. 

Some of the bushes by the front 
entrance have grown so a_ body 
can tsee what s coming, when driv- 
ing out. Actually, these bushes are 
a menace to safety 

Discovered that said big loppers 
are gone. | know where. Donald 
has them down at his place to cut 
off some limbs overhanging his 
drive 

So I got out the light shears and 
cut off the worst of my own bushes. 

As the sun went down, got out 
the hose and gave a thorough soak- 
ing around the two trees that we 
set out last spring. 

This has to be kept up every 
week or so. Good, too, for shrubs 
and evergreens set out last spring. 


Sept. 2 Last night and this a.m. 
the rains fell, about an inch, so that 
the soil could not be worked. 

It was exactly the night to pull 
big weeds. So that is what I did 
in the rose bed and here and there 
around the shrubbery. 

I had just let these go, when the 
soil was hard and dry. Tonight I 
could pull them up by the roots. 
As I worked, I planned my fall 
work campaign. 

There are no more seeds to sow, 
unless I get ambitious and put out 


some pansy seeds in the coldframe 

which can be done now--so 
plants will be ready to set out next 
spring 

Trees and shrubs on our home 
plantation need some maintenance 
work, There are some dead branch- 
es and twigs. Some have grown to 
where they block the view from 
windows, 

It will be a happier world if I go 
over the iris and peonies, get out 
weeds and cultivate. Ditto that big 
perennial bed. 

If | can get some ground worked 
up, I could move some perennials. 

It is lily-planting time before 
long. | can see a space about 10 
feet long wnere tulip bulbs can go. 
Another space suitable for a few

The bulbs give off a 
lot of heat, so don’t place them any closer to 
the plants. 

\n inexpensive metal reflector will help 
direct the light to the plants. One bulb will 
provide enough light for an area of 4x4 feet. 

turn the light on at 4 in the afternoon, and 
keep it on until about 10 p.m. 

his extra light will provide the stimulation 
your begonias need to produce flowers. 

You can also supply additional light with 
85-watt fluorescent fixtures. Place them 12 
inches above the plants. Two daylight-white 
tubes will keep half a dozen tuberous begonias 
flowering all winter. 





TH ks 


Vigorous, new begonias will make the best dis- 
play. Start new plants from tip cuttings of your 
favorite varieties. Insert cuttings 114 inches deep 
in sand or vermiculite. Don’t crowd the new cut- 
tings. Protect new and old plants from drafts 


Light both cuttings and old plants early in the 
fall. ‘Turn the light on at 4 p.m. every day, and 
leave it on until 10 p.m. Place fluorescent tubes 
12 inches from the plants — incandescent bulbs no 
closer than 3 feet. Grow in a cool room and give 
as much natural daylight as possible all winter 


Give your begonias this extra light all 
through the short winter days. 

You should also give your begonias as much 
natural daylight as possible during the winter. 
The plants will be sturdier, the blooms more 
colorful. 


You can improve your chances for success in 
several other ways. 

Start with vigorous stock. Any time in 
September, make cuttings of your favorite 
varieties. To make these, snip off a few strong- 
growing tips, about 4 or 5 inches long. 

Root them in sand or vermiculite, and pot 
them in 5- or 6-inch pots when the roots are 
114 inches long. 

Use a light potting mixture, containing 
equal amounts of sharp sand, loamy soil, and 
compost or peat. Dampen this soil mixture 
thoroughly before you pot the cuttings. 

Add a teaspoonful of a complete plant food 
to each 5-inch pot of soil. And keep the tem- 
perature as close to 60 degrees as possible. 

Protect both new and old plants from 
drafts and sudden temperature changes. 

Salts will occasionally form on the rims of 
pots. Leaves touching these salts are damaged, 
and are frequently killed. 

Put a circle of waxed paper over the pot 
rim, to protect leaves. Cut paper circle to the 
center so it will fit around the plant stem.
